7 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
8 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

15 under § 12-202 of the Public Safety Article shall not be subject to this section.

16 () When structura changes, modifications, or the provision of
17 special equipment is necessary to accommodate an individual with a disability, the
18 accommodation shall be "reasonable”.

19 (i) 1 "Reasonable accommaodation™ for the purposes of this
20 paragraph means to make a public accommodation suitable for access, use, and

21 patronage by a person without danger to the person's health or safety and without

22 undue hardship or expense to a business or other activity making such an

23 accommodation.

24 2. With respect to a private motor coach transportation
25 carrier, for the purposes of this subsection, "reasonable accommodation™ means that

26 any requirement to satisfy the provisions of thisarticlewill not exceed a maximum

27 expense of $2,500 per operating vehicle. However, beginning January 1, 1990, at least

28 10 percent of thetotal operating fleet of any private motor coach trangportation

29 carrier doing business in the State shall comply with the provisions of thisarticle.

30 3. The Human Relations Commission shall makea
31 determination in the firg instance whether an accommodation is "reasonable’. In

32 making this determination for buildings, the Human Relations Commission may

33 consult with the Department of Housing and Community Devel opment and such

34 othersas may be useful asto the cost and feasibility of any structura changes,

35 modifications, additions or the provision of special equipment.

14 read asfollows:

17 @ The Department shall develop and implement an educational program
18 designed to meet the particular needs of the population at the Charles H. Hickey, Jr.
19 Schooal in Baltimore County.

20 (b) (1) For each student placed at the Charles H. Hickey, Jr. School, the local
21 school system in which the student was last enrolled shall transmit within 5 days of

22 notice of the placement, the complete record of the sudent including medical

23 information in the custody of the local school system.

25 student record to the local school system where a student released from the Charles

6 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Drafter's Notes
7 contained in this Act are not law and may not be considered to have been enacted as
8 part of thisAct.

9 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 2 of this Act shall
10 take effect July 1, 2004, contingent on the taking effect of Section 5 of Chapter 53 of
11 the Acts of the General Assembly of 2003, and if Section 5 of Chapter 53 does not

12 become effective, Section 2 of this Act shall be null and void without the necessity of
13 further action by the General Assembly.

14 SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act isan emergency
15 measure, isnecessary for the immediate preservation of the public health or safety,

16 hasbeen passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three-fifths of all the members
17 eected to each of the two Houses of the General Assembly and, except as provided in
18 Section 4 of this Act, shall take effect from the date it is enacted.
